EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below to correct obvious 
informalities in the specification per MPEP section 1302.04 and to change the title of the 
invention to one that is specific to the invention as claimed per MPEP section

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Title: 

Change the title of the invention to -Foil Structures for Use in a Capacitor with an 
Anode Foil and a Cathode Foil Stacked Together--; 
In the Specification:

2. Claims 16-19, 41-55 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Claims 16-19, 41-44 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest, in combination with the other claim limitations, foil structures that 
feature an anode foil with a connection portion that includes a proximal section 
and a distal section and a cathode foil with a connection portion that includes a 
proximal section and a distal section, wherein the distal section of the anode foil 
at least partially overlays the distal section of the cathode foil when both foils are 
stacked together; and 

• Claims 45-55 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest, in combination with the other claim limitations, foil structures that feature 
a plurality of anode foils with each anode foil including an anode connection 
member having a proximal section and a distal section and a plurality of cathode 
foils with each cathode foil including a cathode connection member having a 
proximal section and a distal section, wherein the anode foils and the cathode 
foils are stacked together such that the distal section of the anode connection 
members overlay the distal section of the cathode connection members. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
